Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present my Annual Report for 1972 on the 
health of your District. 


Again only one case of measles was notified during the year. 
The figures for each of the years from 1961 to 1972 are:- 


BiOhe 2a Zib-NOte=2ortaw41 = 126 = 45 = 35 - 59 -1-1 


These figures suggest that vaccination against the disease is 
having an effect. ‘So far this year 17 cases have been notified but 
none of these had been vaccinated. 


There were only two cases of Infective Hepatitis compared with 
24 in 1971 and, at the time of writing, no further cases have been 
notifiede 


One case of Whooping Cough, one of Meningitis and one of 
Pulmonary Tuberculosis were notified. 


There were eight cases of Salmonella infection associated with 
two small outbreaks of food poisoning. 


The Birth Rate was 15 per thousand compared with 17.6 last year, 
and with 14.8 for England and Wales. The population, according to 
the Registrar General' estimate, has increased by 210 during the year. 


The Death Rate was 9.3 per thousand compared with 9-6 in 1971, 
the figure for England and Wales being 12.1. The largest single 
cause of death was Heart Disease (34) followed by Cancer in various 
forms (19) and vascular lesions of the Nervous System (18). 


The Report of the Surveyor and Senior Public Health Inspector 
is printed along with mine and I should like to thank him and all 
the members of the Public Health staff for their helpful co-operation 
during the year.
